Meeting ot tho Board of National Home 


Managers—More Chinese Outrages

County Boat PostmaBt&r8' Reports. 
WASHINGTON, Sept, 
II.—The post- 


master-general hna already received 
500 replies to. his letter of request to 
county seat postmasters to visit the 
postofflcos In thoir counties ancl after 
intercliftD^ingr ideas with postmasters, 
make their reports npoii the condition 
ot the service and their mig-g-estions for 
its 
improvement, to 
the 
depart- 


ment. In four-fifths of 
these 
re- 


plies 
tho 
postmasters 
gladly 
ac- 


cepted 
the 
work, and a few have 


not sent in their 
reports. 
Auout 


one-fifth undertook the plan with some 
modifications, whicfr were perfectly ac- 
ceptable to tho department, and only 
very few state that they cannot under- 
take tho work, huv'ng no assistant In 
the office. 


The postmasters who have already 


undertaken the work spaak of the puli- 
lic criticism that the plan lias attracted 
both in newspapers and among citizens 
gcneial]y, 


The heartiness of the response is es- 


pecially noticeable from tha states of 
Maryland, South Carolina, Alabama 
and Indiana, t)ioug-h tho response has 
been hearty from every state yet 
heard from. It Is noticed in many of 
the letters that the county scat post- 
masters are already on familiar terms 
with the other postmasters, having had 
much correspondence with them, and 
therefore the more eager to undertake 
these ti-avels amongst them, and hence 
a better acquaintanceship. A feature 
of the replies very gratifying to the 
postmaster general is t)wt democratic 
postmasters Boom quite as much in 
sympathy with the inquiry as any 
others. 
Important Keating ot the Board of Na- 
tional Hera e Managers. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 10.—Thnboard of 


managers of tho national homes for 
disabled volunteer soldiers concluded 
its quaitcrly meeting yesterday. The 
board made tho allotment of appropria- 
tions for the current quarter and sub- 
mitted to the secretary of warthe esti- 
mates for fche next fiscal year. At its 
last meeting tho board created medical 
boards at each branch home to exam- 
ine inmates, and ascertain what pro- 
portion of them are not disabled arable 
to maintain themselves. 
These reports 


were considered. 


In the central branch tho 
board 


found that thirty-five inmates should 
be excluded because they have suffi- 
cient income to maintain themselves, 
and that seventeen inmates should be 
excluded because they wcro physically 
able. The board has not yet deter- 
mined 
upon 
the 
lino 
of 
policy 


to bo pursued in these cases. It is 
their desire to rid the home of inmates 
who are really able to take care of 
themselves m order to afford room for 
deserving veterans who arc knocking 
at the doors of the homes. Hut so many 
considerations aiiso that it is notprac- j 
ticable to apply a general rule, and 
each individual case must be consid- 
ered upon its merits. 


September Averages of Cereals, Etc. 
\VA8HiNO'io?f, Sept. 10.—The statis- 


tician of the department of agriculture , 
reports tho September average of cere- 
als as follows: Corn, 01.1; wheat, 00.8; ' 
rye, 95.1; oats, 90.7; barley, 04.3; buck- ' 
•\\heat, 90.0, while a, small advance is 
noted in all, buck-wheat alone excels. 


The average for potatoes is 04.8; for 


tobacco, 87.1. The condition of corn is 
twenty-ono points higher than in Sep- 
tember of last year, and has boon ex- 
ceeded only three times in the past ten 
years. State averages are generally 
high; the lowest aro those of Michigan 
and Wisconsin, Minnesota and North 
Dakota coming next, while 
South 


Dakota, Nebraska and Kansas make ! 
figures under the general average. 


Store Chineae Outrages on American

WASHINGTON, Sept 10.—Tho depart- 


ment of state has received a tele- 
graphic dispatch from the minister at 
Pekin, reporting thttt a riot has oc- 
curred at Ichang on the YhangTsck- 
iang river, in the province of Hoo PC, 
and that an establishment of American 
missionaries there had been destroyed. 
No further particulars are given.*

Subscriptions lor the Rell»{ Fa ad Closed 


—The Coroner's Inquest. 


NEW YOBK, Sept. 11.—The subscrip- 


tion lists for the relief of the sufferers 
by the Park place fire were declared 
closed at a meeting of the relief com- 
mittee yesterday. The total sum re- 
ceived was $27,535. The committee re- 
ported that out of sixty-three families 
Inveatigated, forty-seven needed help. 
In twen ty- four cases the committee 
recommended thi-t the money bo* paid 


In one sum ranging from 9100 to 81,000, 
and that in twonty-threo cases it bo 
paid in installments extending over 
periods ranging from six months to six 
years. 


The investigation as to the causes of 


the disaster was resumed yesterday. 
The only testimony of importance was 
that of Samuel Fry, who had a num- 
ber of workmen in the ruins searching 
for the bodies. He testified that while 
at work in the ruins on August 27, he 
expressed tho belief that the building- 
had collapsed. A man who was stand- 
ing- near, and who, the witness has 
since learned, was Mr. Liebloi-, of 
Lieblcr & Mass, whose place of busi- 
ness was in tho building, stopped up to 
Mm and said: 


"Keep still; we will make it appear 


an explosion whether it was or not. We 
want our insurance." i 


Mr. Lieblcr bub&eqnpntiy took tbe 


stand and denied this. He admitted, 
however, having had a conversation 
with Pry. 


After listening to the testimony of 


several experts, Coroner Ilandley de- 
clared tho testimony closed. lie then 
briefly addressed this jury. He said it 
appeared to him tliub the question had 
narrowed down to four causes, any 
one of which might have caused tlie ac- 
ciden t, viz: First, fault in construc- 
tion; second, defects in material; third, 
over weigh ling; fouith, explosion The 
jury then wont to lunch.

Mormon Missionaries in England 


and Scandinavia. 


M&K1HG BROAD THEIR PHYLACTERIES, 


And Compassing Heaven and Earth to 


Make Proaelytea—Their Methods 


of Securing New Recruits for 


tbe Mormon Church. 


LONDON, Sept. 13.—The renewed ac- 


tivity of Mormon missionaries in En- 
gland and Scandinavia is attracting 
market!, 
attention. 
As 
previously 


stated, fully 300 ciders from Utali are 
now engaged in the work of prosely- 
ting in the countries mentioned. They 
are sent from Salt Lake City with com- 
missions to stay ofle or two years, 
when they return and their places a 
taken by fresh recruits. In Yorkshire 
there are known to be eight at work, 
and more than this number are labor- 
Ing ia Lancashire. Two of the mis- 
sionaries have been working in a 
small Lancashire village for nearly a 
year. They do not hold public meet- 
ings, but endeavor to secure converts 
by private interviews. Their method 
is to visit the people in their homes, 
ami in conversation with them to [joint 
out the beauty of the system of belief 
of the Latter Day Saints, They have 
a supply of tracts setting forth the Mor- 
mon faith, which they freely distrib- 
ute. These prosclytors arc young men, 


A reporter happened to be visiting 


a cottage when one of these mission- 
aries called 
The cuttage was occupied 


by three women, weavers, and all sin- 
gle. The elder said, after a pleasant 
greeting; "I will leave you this tract 
and will call again to answer you any 
questions yon m»y desire to ask me 
about it." 


The tract contained an outline of 


their doctrines and was 
entitled: 


"The Church of JOBUS Christ of Latter 
Day Saints; its Faith and Teaching." 
By Elder John Morgan. 


A man whom one of these elders vis- 


ited says: "I asked them a single 
question »ud that was enough. I said: 
"Do you believe in a plurality of 
wives ?" He replied in the affirmative 
I then told him that that finished the 
job, so far as I was concerned. 


To another man tone of the elders 


showed a eard containing tho "Articles 
of Faith" of the Latter Day Saints, 
which asserted belief in the gUt of 
prophesy, in visions, in the power of 
healing- by prayer, etc. The man sug- 
gested to the elder that he go with him 
and cure a girl who had a withered 
hand. To this request the elder re- 
plied that he had seen sight restored to 
the blind by prayer, but that he would 
not visit tho girl referred to, as faith 
was necessai'y on her part in order to 
enable him to bring about a cure. 
This elder, in the course of an inter- 
view, said polygamists were of as pure 
life as others. They lived in accord- 
ance with tho laws of Abraham. They 
were not prompted by vice, but were 
simply fulfilling God's will. "There 
are no Mormons now living in polyg- 
amy," said he, "but they arc obeying 
tlic decision of the supreme court 
of the United States.

18B1 TAX LEVY —CLAIMS PAID 


— THE SWAMP LANDS. 


Befased to J>»y $181 Extra BaiHff 


Claims Contracted by the 


Sheriff. 


The board of supervisors met at the 


usual hoar this forenoon at the oonrt 
house. 


The finance committee, Supervisors 


Johnson, Roberts, Barber, May and Mil- 
ler, recommended a lev; of 75 cents on 
eaoh 8100, to be made on the equalized 
valuation ot 1891, on all real, personal 
and railroad property in the county, tor 
general county porpores, and including 
oonrt boose purposes. The motion to lay 
the resolution over until 2p.m. was lost. 
The recommendation was adopted with- 
out opposition. 


The Judiciary Committee reported 


that the county is liable (or the expense 
of recording school treasurer's bonds. 
The report was adopted with the amend- 
ment that the county superintendent ot 
schools have the bonds filed, charging 
the fees up to the county. 


States Attorney Mills was called in to 


give an address on the swamp land ques- 
tion. Ha said at the outset that the 
question is one which had come pretty 
near swamping the committee and the 
county attorney. He said that in 1850 
certain swamp or overflowed lands had 
been ceded to Illinois by the govern- 
ment. Up to 1885 the general govern- 
ment had Bold much ot the swamp land 
which had been given the State, and 
abont some of the swamp land thus sold 
there had arisen dispute between the 
State and the government. Now General 
Agent Hitt is engaged in trying to in- 
duce the government to pay to the State 
moneys received tor the lands, in order 
that eaoh county in the State having 
swamp land interest in the matter may 
receive its share of the money now in the 
handset the government. In 1887 the 
Macon county bourd made a contract 
with Agent Hitt to pay him 40 per cent. 
of the amount ho might seonre by his 
personal efforts. A majority of the acre- 
age of swamp land in Macon county is 
located in Austin township. On motion 
of Supervisor Koborts tho action on the 
swamp land question was deferred until 
the December meeting, when the judic- 
iary committee, of which Supervisor Par- 
ker is chairman, will submit a report.

Your committee on fees and salaries 


would report that quite a number of bills
